The Game Law.

For the informaticn of the public the fol- 
lowing extract from the Georgia game law 
is published: 

“It shall be unlawful for any person to 
shoot, trap, kill, ensnare, net or destroy 
in any manner any wild turkey, pheasant, 
snipe, partridge or any insectivorous or 
singing bird, except English sparrows, 
crows, larks, rice birds, wheat birds and 
doves in any county in this state between 
the Ist = of April and the lst day of No- 
vember of any year; and as to doves, it 
shall be unlawful for any person to trap, 
kill, ensnare or destroy any dove in this 
State between the Ist day of April and the 
1oth day of July in any year: and it shall 
be unlawful for any person to sell or offer 
for sale any wild deer, wild turkey, pheas- 
ant, snipe, partridge, dove or other game 
bird killed, destroyed, caught or ensnared 
in this state within the dates aforesaid in 
Violation of the provisions of this act.” 


A $10,000 Auditorium. 


A movement is on foot by public spirited 
citizens to raise $10,000 for the purpose of 
erecting an auditorium in which to hold 
the state democratic convention on June 
25th. It is proposed to make the auditorium 
a& permanent structure, and $2,000 has al- 
ready been subscribed for the purpose.

Rome, Ga., March 27.—(Special.)—Today 
young Bob Hall succeeded in securing bond 
for his appearance at the next term of 
Cherokee county, Alabana, superior court 
on the charge of killing San Garrett. 

The laws of the state of Alabama are 
of such a peculiar nature that he was 


forced to get security there. This morn- 
ing the names of John J. Blade, E. L. Ros- 
worth, J. E. Camp and Sheriff J. P. Mc- 
Connell] and Deputy Sheriff J. D. Tarver 
were added to the bond to satisfy the Ala- 
bama signers. 

Nobody familiar with the facts in the 
case has any doubt of the result, as the 
evidence shows that the killing was jus- 
tifiable and the friends of young Hall are 
confident that he will come clear. He was 
discharged from custody and returned to 
his work today. 


More Gold in Haralson. 

Real estate men here are very much in- 
terested in the reported discovery of Mr. 
Farley, a civil engineer :n charge of the 
survey of the rifle range near Beemen, who 
discovered a fine vein of gold in a ravine 
there a few days ago. 

The ravine is traversed by a stream of 
water which gushes from a bold spring at 
the head of the gulch, and in the bed of 
that stream the gold was found and Mr. 
Farley considers it as likely to prove a 
regular ‘bonanza. 

Reports from there today confirm the in- 
formation and state that gold in paying 
quantities has been found right on the sur- 
face.

A CLASH IN COLUMBUS 


Between the Superintendent and Teach- 
ers in Schools. 

Columbus, Ga., March 27.—(Special.)— 
Quite a sensation was created in school cir- 
cles here yesterday as the result of a clash 
between the superintendent of the public 
schools and one of the teachers. 

It is a well known fact that the relations 
between Swperintendent Wright and a 
number of the teachers are rather strained 
and when a day or two ago the superin- 
tendent gave a certain order, his authority 
for which being question by some, it was 
thought that the climax would be reached. 

Professor L. C. Slade, teacher of the first 
grade of the high school, was among the 
number that questioned Superintendent 
Wright’s authority to give the order. 
Slade was forthwith suspended upon the 
charge of insubordination. The board of 
trustees held a secret session this after- 
noon to consider the matter and from what 
your correspondent can learn tonight the 
following facts were elicited, the board ex- 
onerating Professor Slade and vesting in 
the superintendent the authority which the 
former denied that he had. 

A few days ago Professor Homer Whight, 
superintendent of pwblic schools, ordered 
the teachers to send him certain data. Pro- 
fessor L. C. Slade, teacher of-the first grade 
of the high school, made the point with the 
superintendent that the information re- 
“ultra vires,”’ 
and stated that while he would obey any 
order that the superintendent had a right 
to make, he would not obey any other. 

Professor Slade requested the superin- 
tendent to show him what right he had 
to require the bove mentioned data. This 
request the superintendent refused to grant, 
saying: 

‘You will hand this in because I say so.” 
Afterwards he threatened Professor Slade 
with suspension if he did not obey his 
order. Professor Slade still refusing to 
comply with the order under the circum- 
stances, the superintendent notified him of 
his suspension as a teacher of the schools. 

Professor Siade then appealed the action 
of the swperintendent to the board of 
trustees, holding that the superintendent 
had no right to suspend a teacher and de- 
nying the charge of insubordination al- 
leged by Superintendent Wright. 

Yesterday afternoon the board of trustees 
met to consider the appeal, -Super- 
intendent Wright and Professor Slade both 
being present to present their respective 
sides of the case. After a session of over 
three hours the board took the following 
action: 

It was decided that the superintendent 
@id not have the right to suspend a teacher. 
Professor Slade was cleared of the charge 
of insubordination and was reinstated. It 
was, however, ruled that the data required 
by the superintendent was relevant and 
that he had a right to call for it. Also a 
new regulation was passed giving the su- 
perintendent the power to suspend a teach- 
er awaiting the action of the board of 
trustees. The affair has been the subject 
of much comment.

Horatio Langford, the young Louisianian, 
who was arrested after having been shot 
by ‘his pursyers yesterday morning at Ma- 
hunta, was taken to Schiatterville yester- 
day morning, where he remained chained 
by his neck to a door post until this morn- 
ing. He was removed to Blackshear this 
evening: He confessed to the robbery and 
also said that his partner did the killing 


at Odum last month. 

The facts of the robbery as obtained to- 
night from officers aré as follows: The 
sheriff of Wayne county has been after the 
man who killed the man at Odum for sev- 
eral days and Wednesday morning or Tues- 
day morning he came very near finding 
him, He gave a description of the man 
to some railroad men in the Plant system 
and told them to look out for the fugitive. 
Soon afterwards the man and Horatio 
Langford passed by the railroad employes 
on their way to Schlatterville. No attempt 
Was made to arrest the mena because the 
railroad men were unarmed. 

Early that night Mr. Rawls, who had 
been to Waycross in the morning to col- 
lect $4,000 insurance for the mother of Wil- 
bur Beaton, deceased, was in his store and 
the two men went In and called for some 
cheese and crackers. Mr. Rawls turned 
around with his back toward the men and 
when he raised his head, after getting what 
they had ordered, the men covered him 
with two revolvers. He was told to hold 
up his hands and his life was threatened. 

Schlatterville is a quiet little country 
postoffice with one or two small stores and 
nobody was near the store at the time the 
robbers arrived. The robbers threw Mr. 
Rawls down on the floor, then tied his 
hands and feet together and maltreated 
him. They dragged him into an ante-room 
and tied him down with ropes. Then they 
searched his clothes for money. They 
found about $50. Mr. Rawls was then lock- 
ed up in the room and the robbers went 
back into the storeroom and helped them- 
selves to what they wanted. Mr. Rawls re- 
mained some time in the room before help 
came. He was badly bruised. Determined 
men went immediately after the robbers 
and traced them to Nahunta, where one of 
them—Horatio Langford—was captured.

ACCIDENT TO SUPERINTENDENT 
McREE, OF ATHENS. 


While Hunting with Another Gentle- 
man, He Has a Narrow Escape 
from Death. 


Athens, Ga, March 27.—(Special.)—Mr. 
Otis F. McRee, superintendent of the lum- 
ber department of the Lyndon Manufactur- 
ing Company, is carrying around several 
Cozen birdshot in the back of his head 
today. He happered to an accident yes- 
terday afternoon that might have proved 
dungerous if the gun teat was discharged 
had been nearer to him.

Ail are enthusiastic over the success of 


the new town and tell graphic stories of 
the rapid work done there in transform- 
ing a wilderness iato a thriving city. 

They were seated in the office of ex-Gov- 
ernor Northen yesterday afternoon await- 
ing the arrival of that gentleMan and dis- 
cussing the growth of the colony during 
the last few months. 

“We are satisfied,’’ said Mr. Dempcy, who 
is the commander of the Grand Army of 
the Republic encampment at that place. I 
can say for myself that I mever expected 
to. be so much pleased with the place, 
Hight of us came up to attend the encamp- 
ment. Hundreds would have come if we 
had been given the rates by the roads. Our 
encampment is made up of over a thousand 
old veterans. -There is a total population 
there now of over 9,000,’’ 

“Yes, and there are more coming Tues- 
day,’’ interrupted Mr. Deilingham. 

‘*That’s right,’’ continued the commander. 
“TI believe I did hear that there would be 
another excursion to reach the place next 
week. But I was speaking of the condition 
of affairs there now. If any one believes 
that we are not pleased let him come down 
with us and we will show him a few 
things. Won’t we?’ he’ asked, turning to 
his companions. 

‘“Yes,’’ said Mr. Culler, ‘“‘we will show him 
our seventeen miles of streets all prepared.

To one who visited the place a 
month ago Fitgerald would not appear the 
same town. We have 119 business houses. 
In all there are over 1,000 buildings. We 
will soon have every convenience. <A tele- 
phone was put in the other day. We*have 
one railroad now and the other will be 
finished in a few weeks. Our gardens are 
growing in fine style. Think of it, I had a 
letter from my home in Nebraska stating 
that there was two feet of snow there. I 
replied by shipping on a head of lettuce. 
There is nothing we want for. Of course 
there are a few isolated cases in our midst 
which need help. These appear in every 
community. We are giving them all the as- 
sistance necessary.”’ 

The colonists talked for along time of 
the success of their undertaking. They 
will remain in Atlanta until the encamp- 
ment is dismissed.

with Mr. Brown. 

The husband stated yesterday that he 
loved his young Wife devotedly, but she 
had failed to love him in return and had 
even abandoned him and left him alone. 
He said he had pleaded with her to return, 
but to no effect, and now that he was cer- 
tain she had made up her mind to leave 
him, he thought the best thing to be done 
was to secure a divorce and break the ties 
which legally bound her to him. 

The petition showed that the young peo- 
ple married last April, but before the 
days of the honeymoon had passed, the 
wife told her husband she was not satisfied 
with the marriage and could never allow 
herself to love him. This, he says, was a 
source of great sorrow to him and he en- 
deavored to win back the affection which 
he had lost. His wife insisted that her 
heart was in the keeping of another whom 
she had loved more than she could ever 
love her husband, and within less than two 
months after the wedding ceremony had 
been pronounced the young wife left him, 
so Mr. Brown alleges.

The jury granted a total divorce and an 
order of the court was taken in compliance 
with the terms of the verdict.

Lease of Exposition Company Will Expire 
on April (st. 


MAY EXTEND THE TIME 


Piedmont Company May Allow Trustee 


Parrott More Time. 


THE OPTION ON THE PARK ALSO EXPIRES 


City Will Not Consider the Question of 
Buying In the Park—How the 
Matter Stands. 


What will become of “the collection of 
exposition buildings? 

The lease of the Cotton States and In- 
ternational Exposition Company from the 
Piedmont Exposition Company, which con- 
trols the grounds, expires in a day or two 
and as yet nothing definite has been done 
with regard to the dispostion of the build- 
ings. 

According to contract the lease expires 
on April ist, and unless extension of time 
is made by the old company the buildings 
will have to be removed by that date. 

Trustee George Parrott, with whom rests 
the authority to dispose of the big struc- 
tures in which the great show was given, 
is now at Hot Springs. He is expected 
back in a day or two and will probably 
make sonre decision immediately upon his 
return. 

All of the buildings have been offered for 
Sale except the transportation hall and 
the auditorium. These were put up on 
the sites where the old main building and 
the grand stand stood, and according to 
contract revert to the Piedmont company. 
All other buildings of the great fair, ex- 
cept the government building, have been 
put up for sale by the exposition company. 

Reserved for Nashville. 


It is said the long delay of Uncle Sam 
in getting the government. building off his 
hands is due to the action of the directors 
of the Nashville, Tenn., Centennial Com- 
pany, who made formal application to 
the government board to have the struc- 
ture moved to Nashville. 

The question was taken up by the gov- 
ernment board and the directors were in- 
formed that it would require a special act 
of congress to deliver the building to thenr. 
The directors, it is said, have prevailed 
upon the treasury department, which now 
has control of the building, to stay the sale 
until action could be taken by congress. 
It is, therefore, probable that the govern- 
ment building will remain on the grounds 
for some time. 

What of the Report? 

The report of the special committee ap- 
pointed by the city council to look into 
the advisability of purchasing Piedmont 
Park has not been made yet, 

This report was determined upon, how- 
ever, several weeks ago and is emphatical- 
ly adverse to the purchase. Before the re- 
port can be made the option held by the 
city to purchase the park for $165,000 will 
expire. According to act of legislature the 
city was given the privilege of buying the 
park for the sum of $165,000 payable in 
yearly installments. This option extends 
until April Ist. A special committee was 
appointed by the general council to look 
into the mratter, with Mr. Dimmock chair- 
man. Numerous petitions presented to 
council against purchase rather decided 
the report of the committee. 

Upon the expiration of the option the 
old Piedmont company will order the gates 
of the grounds to be closed. Admittance 
will be refused to all. It is proposed by 
the largest stockholders to sell off a part 
of the property for the purpose of paying 
the remaining bonded indebtedness, which 
is now very small. When this is done the 
grounds will be fenced in and held for 
speculative purposes. 

In the meantime the question comes as 
to what will become of the buildings. 
Trustee Parrott has been -working hard in 
this direction and will probably announce 
some decision upon his return.
